New Auto Firm To Give Jobs 
To 455,000, Tucker Declares ” 


PHILADELPHIA, June 17—()—Preston Tucker, 44-year-old Presi- 
dent of the nation’s newest auto manufacturing firm, said his plan 
to produce a “better and safer car” than has ever been built will 


provide jobs for approximately 455,000 persons throughout the nation. 


The youthful President of the 
Tucker Corporation told a Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission 
hearing his new enterprise even- 
tually will have a payroll of 35,- 
000 at its plants in the Chicago 
area and “ultimately we expect to 
have the largest payroll in Cnhi- 
cago.” 

“We'll have 420,000 additional 
breadwinners throughout the na- 
tion as salesmen, dealers and sup- 
pliers,” he told the Commission 
which is investigating whether the 
Corporation should be permitted 
to go ahead with his proposed $20,- 
000,000 stock sale to the public. 

At the conclusion of the two- 
day hearing, Tucker told a report- 
er “if the Commission lets us go 
ahead, I think the stock will sell.” 

A low whistle was audible from 
the crowd of more than 100 spec- 
tators, many shirtless and tieless, 
when Tucker told SEC Atty.
